A LOOK AT THB CHEMICAL, 


The Paid Firemen and their Dally 


Life—Swift Work with 


the Horses. 


The other afternoon a KEPTJULIOAN reporter 


vlelttd tho headquarters of the paid tire de- 
partment, and while there witnessed a demon- 
stration of how the alert and ever-watchful 
(ircmen respond to fire alarms and get out of 
the house with the chemical engine and hose 
wairon. It is a thrilling and interesting pro- 
ceeding BO long as It lasts, but it is very briet, 
forinlesa lhan 12 seconds after the gor,g IB 
sounded both outfits are out of the house and 
tearing along tbe streets, headed for tho scene 
of the conflagration. 


It would take a column of small typo to Rive 


a detailed description of tho arrangement of 
the ropes, pulleys, etc., used to expedite tho 
work of placing tho harness on tho horses, to 
open tho stall and exit doors, and clear tho way 
for tho galloping toarns. Both wagons stand In 
thoceulreol the room, one on each bide, and 
at the rear of each are the stalls lor the horses. 
The pulling of the cord which sounds the 
gong, instantly opens the stall doors, and 
quick as wink the trained horses leap out and 
goat full speed to tho front of thcwngons, 
each dropping quickly and exactly in'place. 
Tho ilremon are ready for them, and in a Ucish 
tho harness lor each horse, hanzing in air 
above, is dropped on the backs of the horses. 
Quick iia a flash, the click, click of the snaps 
aro heard, the harness is securely fastened, 
and with the drivers In place, out go the appa- 
ratus with a rush, every man in place on the 
engine and wagon, The alarm of ilre is re- 
ceived through the telephone from the ex- 
change, and Instantly tho gong is sounded. 
Tho trip outol the house has been made in 
less than 10 seconds, but the average Is about 
12 feconils. 


The chemical engine weighs 5800 pounds, 


with Iho men in place. It is a bright, glisten- 
ing, trim machine and is always ready tor ser- 
vice. It has two largo holders for "death on 
tire," each holding W gallons, and one gallon 
of tho mixture of water, carbonate of toda 
and sulphuric acid is equal lo 40 gallons of 
water. The engine Is supplied with 200 feet of 
hcse, wlih a small adjustable nozilo. That the 
chemical can do good service was demonstrat- 
ed at the lire over Henry Smith's drug store, 
when tho llumes were eating under the Boor- 
ing and were put out by tho chemical alone In 
a very short time with scarcely any damage to 
stock by water. It la a good apparatus, and 
Is just what Docatur has long needed.

Judge Wilkin then proceeded to de- 


liver the charge required by law. He 
called the attention of the gentlemen 
briefly to the fact that they should be 
careful to have 16 of the 23 members 
present at each sestion before transacting 
any business, and that no indictment caa 
be returned against any offender until 12 
ot the 23 jurymen vote in the affirmative. 
The first thing the jury should realize is 
that they sit in session on behalf of the 
people alone, to ascertain if there has 
been any violation of the criminal laws 
and whether or not the on'enders ought 
to be prosecuted. No man or woman 
can be tried in the circuit court unless' 
indicted by the grand jury. Ihe grand 
jury do not try parlies accused ot crime. 
The grand jury hears but one side of the 
oase, and it docs not necessarily follow 
because a man is indicted by the jary, 
that therefore he is guilty. He is not 
tried by the jury, which ia not allowed 
under the law to hear testimony for the 
defense. The man has his trial before a 
court and a jury, and in the circuit court 
he is allowed all the protection the law 
can give him. As to what constitutes 
competent testimony, the members of the 
grand jury mnst be guided by their best 
judgment and experience. They should 
be careful not to consider testimony that

Mr. Qarver who resides on East Wil- 


is prompted by malice, to satisfy personal 
spite, and not for the public good. Ordi- 
narily, the testimony of one credible wit- 
ness is sufficient if the facts are clear, to 
warrant the jury in finding an indictment 
against a violator of the law, except for 
perjury, when the testimony of at least 
two witnesses must be heard. The jury 
may find a bill against an offender on the 
information of two members of the grand 
jury without being sworn, but the charge, 
it made, must be done on their own 
knowledge, in good faith the same as if 
it was given under oath. The proceed- 
ings should be had in private or secret, 
that the machinery of the court may not 
be interfered with and that justice may 
be done. It is the law that no member 
of the jury shall tell how another mem- 
ber may have voted on any matter under 
consideration, and no officer of the court 
shall divulge any such knowledge. A 
violation of this provision subjects the 
guilty party to a fine of not more than 
8500 for contempt ot court. The Judge 
did not specify any classes of offenses for 
the jury to investigate. He handed them 
the criminal code to use as their guide, 
and told them that all violations of the 
criminal code were equally heinous in the 
sight of the law, and that all ofiendere 
should be brought to trial it possible. 
He suggested, in oonolwion, that the 
jary should first investigate the iail oases, 
or those brought to their notioe by the 
presenting attorney.

State S. S. Convention. 


The 27th annual convention of the Illi- 


nois State Sunday School Association 
will be held at Alton Tuesday, Wednes- 
day and Thursday, May 12th, 13th and 
14th. The sessions of the convention 
will be held in the city hall, Preliminary 
meetings will be held on Sunday and 
Monday, conducted by W. B. Jacobs and 
E. O. Exeell. Each county in the state 
ia entitled to 10 delegates, and all pastors 
and S. S. workers will be given seats.

The total Sunday school mem- 
bership of Illinois aggregates over half 
a million teachers, officers and scholars, 
and,in perfection of Sunday school or- 
ganization the state ranks very high in- 
deed.

The Cattle Disease. 


The latest phase of the plenro- 


pneumonia scare is the vote of the 
people of Callaway county, Missouri, 
in favor of allowing their cattle to 
run at large. 
Callaway is the coun- 


ty in which the dreaded cattle dis 
ease has been most prevalent, and 
though for a short time an effort has 
been made to fence in the contagion, 
the people have now voted by a very 
large majority to pursue a course 
calculated to spread the malady aad 
thereby subject the' cattle interest of 
the country to incalculable damage. 
With the slack and inefficient quar- 
antine instituted by Gov. Oglesby 
against the cattle of Missouri it will 
be little wonder if the disease finds 
its way into Illinois and becomes a 
fixture upon our prairies. It is not 
saying too much to assert that no 
greater calamity could happen to 
our people than to have pleuro-pnen- 
monia become a contagion among 
our vast herds of valuable cattle. 
We understand that Gov. Oglesby is 
fully aware of the inadequacy of his 
blockade, but is of the opinion that 
he cannot do more under the existing 
state of our laws. If we have not 
enough IBW to protect the greatest 
interest of the state from its great 
est danger, then let the legislature 
give us something better, something 
more efficient, and something that 
our people can rely on with confi- 
dence. 
In the existing state of 


affairs the wisest counsel is not likely 
to come from the live stock commis- 
sion men of Chicago and other large 
stock centers.

The} are not the losers if the cattle 
die on their hands—the loss is borne 
by the shipper. The commission 
man wants the traffic to go on, and 
is perfectly willing to take what lit- 
tle risk he runs in the matter for the 
sake of the commissions he hopes to 
secure. The farmer whose herd is 
liable to be inoculated with the dis- 
ease stands on a different footing, 
and is the man whose interests are 
most directly threatened. 
There are 


more of his class than of any other, 
and he is the man who ought to be 
aroused to the danger of the situa- 
tion.

THE discovery of Dr. Ferran, of 


Valencia, if it should prove to be a 
genuine discovery, will set many 
hearts at rest. Dr. Ferran claims 
that Asiatic cholera can be prevented 
by inoculation the same as small-pox. 
He lectured recently before some 
150 physicians, and some twenty of 
them submitted to the process, which 
consists in the injection into the 
blood of a broth in which a quantity 
of bacillus germ had been cultivated. 
The effects are felt for about forty- 
eight hours, and immunity from con- 
tagion ia furnished for three months. 
A second inoculation within a week 
furbishes immunity for an unknown 
length of time. The rapidity of the 
inoculation is snob that it can be 
made available after the appearance 
of the epidemic. It is not pleasant 
to think of the broth of cholera mi- 
crobes being injected into the veins 
of living people, as it is the very es- 
sence of filth, but it is immensely 
better than to feel the panga of the 
terrible disease. . ^ .

WOMEN'S NOSES. 


pd)e Arrangement of Hair »nd Banneta 


f • {Should D«p«nd on Nust&l Configuration. 


Before deciding as to the arrange- 


ment of the hair, the nose should bo 
carefully interrogated. If that feature 
be Roman, or what a learned author 
describes as "cogitative" — i. e., long 
and curred inward to the point — the 
hair should be somewhat pronounced 
in its arrangement. It should be 
rather massive, or else the large nosa 
wiD, by force of contrast, make the 
head look meager. If tbe nose be 
Greek, an approach, carefully guarded 
from being too realistic to the classic 
knot, may be ventured upon. The va- 
rieties of the Anglo-Saxon nose, some 
of them quite childish in their want ol 
decision and firmness of outline, ara 
too numerous to be specially com- 
mented upon, but should be treated 
variously, according aa they approach 
the aquiline, the Greek or the snub 
varieties. This last requires a rather 
coquettish arrangement of the hair. 
Madonna bands assort badly with a 
anub nose. So does the Venetian coif- 
fure, which has been such a favorite 
among our aesthetic phalanx for some 
years. A "littlo head sunning over 
•with cnrls" best suits the snub "tip- 
tilted like a flower"; and sensible 
women who perforce wear turnod-up 
noses will carefully abstain from fol- 
lowing the height and depth of fash- 
ionable coiffures, but remain faithful 
to the quasi simplicity that goes so well 
with the infantile formation of their 
noses. 


The silly young women who have ot 


late gone about the world with Ihcit 
heads cropped as close ns those of boys 
will now regret the rashness that robbed 
them of their locks. For tlie cato- 
gan is coming again. The hair is to 
'be worn curled in front, then simply 
brushed back to the nape of the neck, 
where it is to be tied with a ribbonmatch- 
ing the trimming on the dress; hanging 
down the back in short curls for evening 
,wear, but arranged in a thick plait for 
the work-a-day hours. It is a stylo 
that has its advantages, more especial- 
ly as displaying to good effect a plait 
of burnished chestnut hair, which tho 
present mode, with its tight little basket 
plaits rather enviously conceals. But 
the catogan needs a very special neat- 
ness to commend it, and if again adopt- 
ed here as it now is in Paris, it will be 
well for its patrons to bear in mind 
that when ruffled or disarranged, the 
queue will lose all resemblance to 
the exquisitely neat little appendage ef 
tho name as worn by our ancestors. 


It will hare its effect upon the shape 


of the fashionable bonnet if it becomes 
general, and will necessitate a lower- 
lag of th« crown at the back. This 
portion of the popular headgear bag 
become smaller and smaller ; while in 
hats, on the contrary, there is some- 
times an enormous preponderance oi 
crown over brim. In the shape known 
as the Tarn o'Shanter this is notably 
the case, and there was never, perhaps, 
in the whole history of headgear, a form 
that more readily lends itself to the ri- 
diculous than this when seen upon any 
save the youngest and freshest effaces.

phenomena which make one desire the 
•revival of sumptuary laws. If the style 
'of hair-dressing ought to be dependent 
in a groat degree upon the shape of the 
no.so, that of Iho bonnet or hat should, 
to be consistent, bo so too. There is a 
very thin variety of the nasal organ, 
inclined to redness along tho ridge, 
which looks sharp enough to carva 
with, that requires extremely dclicato 
treatment in the matter of coifi'ure. 
The effect of the nose itself is painfully 
meager, and this must bo counteracted 
by a sort of amplitude in the arrange- 
ment of the locks and in the trimmings 
of the bonnet. But then, on the other 
hand, these must not be too ample, or 
they will produce a contrast so evident 
as to be practically a reproach to tha 
nose for its thinness. The other ex- 
treme of a very fleshy nose demands a 
certain severity in the bonnet; but the 
outlines of the latter must not Be too 
rigid, else they will throw into disagree- 
able prominence the inclination of the 
nose toward spreading and width. So 
far as regards form. 
With respect to 


color, it is another matter. It is one 
of the most difficult tasks of the clever 
millir'er to deal with a nose that re- 
mains obstinately red despite all the 
waters and washes devised for such 
cases. It is a sad thing to see a bunch 
of poppies in a bonnet, and to note that 
th«ir rosy tint is precisely that of the 
most prominent feature in the face. 
Yet even this is less startling than it 
would be to leave surroundings dark 
and unrelieved by color, so that the 
nose, especially on frosty days, lights 
up the gloom like a newly" painted 
pillar-box in a dingy street. But, for- 
tunately, there are but comparatively 
few such hopeless noses as these, 
though one occasionally sees them and 
regards their owner with pity and per- 
haps mistrust. The ordinary English 
nose is white, though free "from the 
bloodless look of tho French feature. 
The nostrils aro daintily touched with 
pink, and yet no color spreads further 
than these, even when the rest of the 
complexion is sensitively subject to 
sudden change. Such as these relievo 
the modiste of all difficulties, so far as 
color is concerned. — London Daily

DEDICATION SERMON. 


Delivered by REV. N. M. BAKES, on the 


Occasion of the Dedication of Mad- 


ison C. P. Church, Sunday, 


May S, 1SSS, 


[Published by Request.] 


Lord. I have loved the habitation of Thy 
house and the place whore Thine honor dwell- 


God alia all epaoe. The beaven ot heavens 


cannot contain Him, much leaf any house 
which men can build. God then hai no need 
of temple*, fanes and altar* to give Him an 
abiding place. We are Blow to gnup toil truth. 
Having1 inch comtamt need for houses our- 
selves, we are apt to feel that there must be a 
Divine need also. We have evidence that thla 
erroneous feeling has had a place In the hu- 
man mind from the remotest ages. Ai the 
Israelite! journeyed In the Wilderness the 
Tabernacle was carried with them, and as a 
visible manifestation of the Divine Presence 
attended it, haw natural for them to foci that 
God journeyed also. After they had entered 
the Promised Land and were established In 
houses, tho Ark of the Covenant still rested In 
the curtained Tabernacle. How natural again 
that they should feel that God still dwelt in 
tents. And utter tho Temple was finished and 
lu process ot dedication, even the wise Solo- 
mon unwittingly gavo voice to the same feel- 
lug when ho exclaimed: "Arise, oh Lord, and 
enter into the place of Thy rest;" aa though 
God had had no permanent reatlug-placo until 
tde Temple was nnlshed. But Paul, more 
clear-sighted in spiritual thlnga and especial- 
ly in reterenoe to the IJiviue attributes, tells 
us plalmy that God cannot be worshipped with 
men's hands, aa though Ho needed an y thing." 
God then tilling ail space, rests in His own 
sutllcienoy and may be worshipped anywhere. 
Bur we are local. A few square miles of tho 
earth's surtaco constitute the theatre In which 
our lives are spent No doubt most of us have 
at times rebelled against this localization. We 
nave ''longed 1'or me wlugs of a dove that we 
might fly away." We have longed to wander 
through inttnlto spaces and to prees our loot 
upon unnumbered worlds. But God Is wiser 
iu all this than our thought. Had we this uu- 
unreatriotcd power of motion, wero our lives 
thus spent in limitless wanderings, some of 
the richest and most fruitful elements of our 
natures never oould have been developed. No 
doubt It was for our good that God has con- 
fined us to the earth, and to a very small part 
of tho earih at that, lor being thus local a 
strong attachment to places springs up wii hin 
UB, and a few spots become so strongly asso- 
ciated with our deepest experiences that they 
tend through the power of association to call 
up within us on each recurring visit the same 
thoughts and feelings which we experienced 
when wo were there before. This Is a factor 
In the development of our lives and charac- 
ters which we cannot fully estimate. Why is 
It that home becomes the centre of the world 
to us? Simply because of the multitude of 
tender associations that cluster about it. Why 
is It thst we walk through the graveyard with 
caretul footsteps and subdued voices? Not 
through any fear of disturbing the rest of the 
dead, but simply because our own spirits 
catch the ihadows of tbe griefs and sorrows 
which we have witnessed and experienced 
there. And so In like manner a bouse dedi- 
cated to Divine worship becomes sacred to us, 
and we enter its doors with uncovered heads 
and awed hearts : not that God Is any nearer 
to UH, but that all the associations of the place 
bring ui In our thoughts nearer to God. Con- 
sequently, while there Is DO Divine need for 
temples and churches, all people have recog- 
nized for themselves the Intensity of their own 
need, and we ourselves hare felt the same 
want, lor It corresponds with all our experi- 
ence that we arc more apt to pray In places 
whore prayer is wont to be made than any- 
where else, not that there is any easier access 
to the mercy seat, but that the associations of 
tho place call up within us thoughts of prayer 
and praise. Just in proportion then as we 
love to feel oui selves in Qod's presence and 
to open our hearts before Him, "will we love 
tbehabi la tlonoCHls house and the place where 
His honor dweileth.'** 
There la anoiber Influence which may be 


added to the power of association to make a 
house dear to us that is dedicated to purposes 
of worship, and that is the influence or power 
ot sacrifice. It is a principle of universal ap- 
plication that the more we willingly sacrillce 
for any purpose, the more we love it or are in- 
terested in It. The mother loves all the chil- 
dren for whom she sacridces. tho strength of 
her life, but if one of them la peculiarly help- 
lees and so demands an especial sacrifice, does 
she not lovo that one most tenderly of all? Ho 
whj devotes his life to tnllghtening the hea- 
then, or to elevating the fallen, or to tho res- 
cuo uf tho perishing, feels the Importance and 
tho lovo of the worlc grow on him in propor- 
tion to the ewoat and tears it has wrung out 
of him. The love of Christ for sinners has Us 
highest sanction Iu tho agonies ot the garden 
and the blood of Calvary; indeed, it is by this 
very blood of .leans tuat wo have boldness to 
approach Ihe Father, for we know that such a 
saerince Infplles an unmeasured love. Aud 
so in proportion as yr>u have felt the pinch of 
sacrifice in the erection of this building will 
your affections cling about it from this day 
lorth. Ana surely when measured by this 
standard these la your feelings can never be 
cotnmon walls. As you stood thnt Sabbath 
dayuuildst tho ruins of your fallen temple 
tliid bouse was conceived In tears. That which 
yum1 tulth then purposed your evus this day 
behold; butyouhave felt the weight of it on 
hand and heart since then. The nrst beautiful 
temple uf Israel was laid in ruius, and those 
who hud worshipped la it were driven into 
CHptlvity. Long years ai'ier a remnant re- 
turned, and as they stood nrncmo- the scattered 
stones upon Mount Murlah, their hearts so 
cried out for the sanctuary that impoverished 
as they wero they determined to retiulld. But 
there was a strange scene when tho founda- 
tion of the new temple was laid. A part of 
tho people, and these were the ones that were 
lull of the buoyancy and enthusiasm of youth, 
shouted for joy; but the agtd people, who re- 
alized the magnitude of the work and their 
«own poverty, aud above all whose memoiies 
clung about Ihe old sanctuary, wept aloud ; so 
that, aa tbe narrative quaintly puts It, tbe 
noise of the shouting could not be distin- 
guished from the noise of the weeping. Does 
Dot this scene strike a respotsive chord in 
many a heart to-day? Is there not a note of 
sadness running through all the services of 
this hour? For while we rejoice In the new, 
the sacred associations of the old struggle for 
recognition, and ita tender memories demand 
a tear. But let us not Indulge in reminiscen- 
ces of sadness this day. The old temple was 
glorified by tha presence of the Ark of 
the Covenant, it is true, but 
was not 
that one whose foundation was laid in tears, 
baptized with a richer glory whoa the Lord 
himself did walk In Its courts and his voice 
was there heard amongst men? 


But having your house completed and this 
day set apart to sacred uses, what shall It bo 
to you? And what Influence shall go out from 
it? These are questions uf grave concern, not 
only to you, but to all who have contributed 
toward Its ereoclon, and to the whole commu- 
nity as well. What should It be to you? This 
question la more easily asked than answered. 
if we consider It simply as a house of prayer, 
then what it will be to you will depend upon 
whether or not you enter It with clean hands 
and pure hearts. For the Lord's ear is not 
heavy that Ho oannot.hear, nor His arm short- 
ened that He cannot save. But while It should 
be it house of prayer, it ought to bo something 
more than a house of prayer. When the Israel- 
lie went up to tbe holy place in Jerusalem, he 
had a double object in view; first, to worship 
the Lord, his God. and second to enquire iu 
His temple, and so should it bo with those who 
worship in this place. True, there wilf be no 
infallible oracle within these walls; no Divine- 
ly inspired prophet; but yet, If tho pulpit is a 
living power, the worshipers should not en- 
quire in vain. But it' tho pulpit Is a living 
power, It must not bury itself in the dead pflst, 
but must touch and quicken the bounding 
pulses of tho liviog present. 


This brings us to the delicate question of 
the proper sphere of the pulpit; and 1. know 
no better time nor place than the present to 
pass this matter in review, neither Is it outside 
of the text, for tho duo.laratlon is: "I have 
loved tho habitation of Thy bouse and the 
place where Thine honor dwollotb," and 
whuther viod is honored in this house or not, 
will depend largely upon tbe nature of tbe 
subjouts that are here discussed. There are 
two views to take of this matter. The nrst is 
based upon some direct passages of scripture, 
of which this language of Paul may be taken 
as a fair example: ••tor I determine! to know 
nothing among you but Jesus Christ and Him 
crucified." "Pieach the word," to. From these 
passages it Is contended that nothing should 
ever be introduced Into the pulpit which Is 
not directly and palpably connected with 
Christ, His personality and work. This Is the 
narro w and I presume the popular view. But 
Is it the correct one? Did Paul intend that 
any such construction should be put upon 
these passages, or that any such Inference 
should be drawn from them? If called on for 
an explanation, would be not have given to 
the preaching of Chrtit a broader significance? 
What were tha olrcumitanoes? He wa* writ- 
ing a letter to tte Corinthians, In which he 


reminds them of the time when he first visited 
in m as an evangelist, and it was upon the 
occasion of this nrst visit thnt be bad deter- 
mined to "know nothing but Christ and Him 
ci-uciiled." And very properly, too, for the 
Corinthians wero at that time in entire igno- 
rance of Christ, and "How can they believe oa 
Him of whom they have not heard?" A knowl 
edge ot Christ and His work must necessarily 
precede an acceptance of Him as a personal 
Savior. 


But the work of the evungelist In leading 
men to accept Christ Is one thing while the 
work of the pastor In strengthening then and 
guiding them In an upright life Is a very dlf- 
lerent thing. Indeed this very epistle is an 
evidence of Paul's recognition of the differ- 
ence; for having led them to Christ In his visit 
to them, be la now, though absent, attempting 
as far as possible to fill to them a pastor'* 
place, by means of hit letters, giving them 
that wider Instruction In whleh hit *r« visit 
had necessarily left them deiclent. 
And *o he enjoined that these letter* ihould 
be read In the churches. Who can doubt that 
If he bad been present with them his pulpit 
discourses would have taken as wide a range 
aa his epistles do? And what Is that range? 
First, and above all, we find Chrlit the "power 
of God and the wisdom of God." 
Judging 


from Paul's example there can b« no doubt 
but what Christ must always be the source of 
the pulpit's life and of the pulpit'* power. 
A living, helpful Christ must be held up be- 
fore living, longing -non. But when Paul has 
thus laid tbe foundation he goes on to develop 
the whole system of Christian doctrine, ana 
from this I judge that we have full authority 
to develop as occasion may demand the under- 
lying principles of our religion, the constitu- 
tion, If I may be allowed the expression, of the 
divine government, so that the intelligence of 
the hearers may take hold upon it and that 
they may thus be rooted and grounded in tho 
faith. "But faith without worusis dead," and 
so we find Paul manifesting the most anxious 
concern that they who have believed In Josus 
should be careful to maintain good works, and 
this led him into the whole Held of Christian 
cLuics, and if wo examine we shall find that he 
did not shr.nk from any of the questions that 
wero then perplexing the people and pressing 
for a solution. Such a mun as Paul would bo 
an liinova or in most of tho pu pits of this 
laud, for he not only discussed the relation of 
husband and wife and of parents and oui dreu, 
which might barely bo tolerated now, but he 
vouturcd 
fearlessly upon tho dangerous 


ground of the relation of muster and servant, 
which covers In principle the question of labor 
und capital, which is yet a llviQg issue sooth- 
ing beneath the surface of society and threat- 
cuing to di-rupt It. And more than tbis, bo 
ventured boldly on what has come to be alto- 
gether forbidden ground and discussed, aa 
enough bu had a right to discuss it, tho relation, 
of ' he citizen to 1 he civil government. 80 you 
will perceive that Paul's themes wero not so 
much tho questions that perp.exed Noah and 
Moses and Abraham as the questions that per- 
plexed the living men and women amongst 
whom he mingled and to whom his gospel was 
addressed. 
Now, then, shall we follow his narrow pre- 
cept, which was never Intended to be a pre- 
cc-pt, or shall we follow hla broad and Intelli- 
gent example? To my mind the answer is ob- 
vious and the duty is Imperative, Every age 
has its own perplexities; new questions aro 
constantly coming to the front, or old ques- 
tions under a new disguise. At no time In Ihe 
history of the world have there been more 
vital, far-reaching, burning questions press- 
Ing for a solution than now. How ought 
Christ's people act in reference to them? God 
will be honored or dishonored by their action. 
Shall the pulpit be dumb? Bhall the people 
inquire in their sanctuaries In vain, asking 
tho bread of helpful instruction? Shall they 
be fed on the stone of dry abstraction? Shall 
the hireling shepherd llee away und leave hla 
(lock to be devoured by the wolf of party pre- 
judice or the lion of political ambition? Who 
can doubt If Paul now lived In the midst of 
the stupendoua actions of ibis present time 
that his capacious Intellect would soon grasp 
the essential points of the contilct, and his 
trumpet voice would ring out with no uncer- 
tain sound. Oh, for more Paula In the pulpit 
to-day—men who,' letting tbe dead past bury 
its dead, would boldly grapple with the living 
questions of the present hour; not aa parti- 
sans, not for the success of this faction or 
that, but In the spirit of the gospel of Christ, 
shedding forth the pure light of God's eternal 
truth, for then would tbe putplt become a liv- 
ing power in tbe world's redemption, and the 
perplexed worshipers would go out from the 
sanctuary with a clearer perception of tho 
right way and greater strength to walk there- 
lu. If such an Influence should go out from 
this house, then will it be to you what It ought 
to be, and God's honor will dwell within It, 
aud dear as it is to you to-day, as the years go 
by It will grow dearer to you still. 
Shall I briefly forecaat the future? This 
house will grow dearer to you on account of 
the peculiar circumstances under which it was 
built. It is the offspring of affection. It Is 
tho triumph of faith over disaster. It Is a 
standing monument of the power of the gos- 
pel to unite all men In a common brotherhood. 
Many hands were stretched out In your time of 
need, and you will love to cherish those walle 
as a memorial of the helpful sympathy of 
many hearts. This house will be associated 
with your highest Intellectual enjoyment. In 
life and duty, death and immortality, God and 
man, 
what themes could be more exalted? 


Surely they can be dull to you only when your 
eyes are boldon and your cars are heavy. It 
cannot bo but as the years go by these themes 
will be BO presented as to awaken your atten- 
tion and bear you up along tho highway of 
thought and faith until you shall be in spirit- 
ual sight of the Celestial City and leel your- 
selves supported by the Everlasting Arms, 
bhall not this lloor which Is nrst trodden to- 
day by a worshiping assembly in the years to 
come be baptized with the tears of penitence? 
How many a struggle wilt go on "within these 
walls—struggles with sin, with self, with un- 
bellef? How many Bhall here prevail with 
God as Jacob prevailed when his namo was 
changed to Israel? Shall not your children 
and your children's children, standing about 
this altar, receive upon (heir heads the sign of 
the Cleansing Spirit, while that Spirit fills 
every heart with peace? Hero will the bread 
and wine bo consecrated and humble worahip- 
eis partake of the emblems of the broken body 
nnd shed blood of the world's Redeemer, in 
Dcmory of His death and in token of Hla sec- 
ond coming. As these sacred association ac- 
cumulate with the passing years, must not 
thiu that is now holy become yet more holy 
ground? But again, this bouso will soon be 
enacarod to some of you by the memory of 
those who have helped to build It and who now 
worship within it. Could some of us stand 
within these wa'ia ten years from now this 
same audience might rise before the eye of 
memory, but to the eye of sense it would not 
be visible. How fleeting Is human life I These 
very aisles are trodden to-day by those whose 
spirit feet will Boon be walking tho golden 
streets above, and those very walla now echo 
to voicea that soon will be lifted up In Ihe 
higher minstrelsy of heaven. And as their 
memory will be sacred to you, so will the 
place be doubly sacred that la to-day consecra- 
ted by their prayers and praise. How sacred 
shall thla bouse become by tbe aanotlfyini; 
p»wer of sorrow? How many a Rachel will 
weep within it? How many a Martha and Ma- 
r> ? How many a widow, as tbe one that wept 
at tho city's gate; for here will you bring your 
dead, and look upon them for the last time on 
earth, while your hearts are kept from break- 
ing by the blessed words of tbe Master saying, 
"I am the resurrection and the life." 
In these solemn and sacred uses we dedicate 


this bouse this day. Let the bereaved weep 
wiibinitand be comforted. Let the sign of 
the Cleansing Spirit continue to be poured on 
the brow of innocence. 
Let thfi emblems 
ot the body and the blood continue to show 
forth the Kedeemef'B death until He come. Let 
the penitent huro pray and be accepted, until 
be shall find this house indeed a house of God 
and a gate of heaven. Backed by the author- 
ity of eternal truth, let all the words of this 
life be so spoken that those who are in the 
midst of the battle shall be lifted up and be- 
come conquerors In the strife. And above all 
pnd In the midst of all let Christ, tho power of 
God and the wisdom of God, bo BT preached 
that the listening multitudes shall bo led to 
accept him with joy as their own Hedeemer— 
for then will the glory of the Lord rest upon 
th'a house and the hearts of the people will be 
drawn to it, and the assembling worshipers 
will continue to say, "Lord, I have loved the 
habitation of Thy house and the place where 
'IV me honor dwclleth."

Azzeo, Antonio Mercuric and Ingazlo 
Bovc, tbe three 'Italian suspects in the 
murder ol Philip Caruso, have confessed 
In tho presence ol witnesses all their con- 
nection wth the murder, and out ol the 
month of each one enough evidence has 
been secured to ban™ all three. 
They 


•were broaiibt to the Central Station yes- 
terday, and each was subjected to a rig- 
orous examination by Lieutenant Shea, 
•with the help of Officer Morris, the Italia* 
speaking policeman. The confessions ol 
Gllardowerc exageerated somewhat In 
order to frighten them. They were in- 
formed that Gilardo accused them ol 
committing the murder, and saw them do 
Jt. This seeming treachery had the de- 
sired effect, and first Azzeo, then Mer- 
cnrio and Bovc in turn implicated the 
others. 
Their depositions 
implicated 


Gilardo as accessory only. 


The way in which the murder was com- 


mitted is contained in all three of the 
confessions in a more or less complete 
manner. It was the custom of these men 
to shave each oilier when occasion re- 
quired, and in order to take Carnso nn- 
awarcs, it was proposed 
by 
Mer- 


curic 
to 
shave 
their 
victim. 


When he was seated in the chair Bove 
and Azzco took him by the arms to pre- 
vept his escape, and Mercuric pulled his 
head back upon the top of the chair, 
gripping his windpipe until the wretched 
victim of their avarice ceased to move. 
During the frantic efforts ol the strang- 
lius man to escape from death, his 
trousers pocket containing the coveted 
money was cut by one of the assassins 
and the savings of his lile extracted. The 
truuk was then 
purchased and the 


body pocked therein. 
The confessions 


allege that murder was not at first in- 
tended, but that simply the overpowering 
of the man so that he could be lobbed, 
was the object of tho assault, but that the 
murderous grip of Mercuric was too 
quick In its result, and when he let go 
after the money was takeu, Caruso fell 
forward on the floor dead.
